Summer  Tour  Applications  Still  Being  Accepted 


More  than  30  reservations  have 
been  received,  and  applications 
are  still  being  accepted  for 
Northwestern's  annual  Summer 
Educational  Tours. 

Northwestern  will  conduct  two 
separate  tours  this  year,  with 
trips  scheduled  to  Europe  and 
the  Western  United  States. 

The  European  Tour  will  begin 
July  31  and  continue  through 
Aug.  21,  and  the  United  States 
bus  trip  is  planned  for  Aug.  1 
through  Aug.  22. 

College  officials  have  an- 
nounced that  the  tours  will  be 
booked  in  advance  of  the  depart- 
ing dates,  and  interested  persons 
are  urged  to  make  application  as 
soon  as  possible. 

A  unique  feature  of  this  year's 
United  States  tour  will  be  the 
availability  of  optional  visits  to 
Alaska,  Hawaii  and  Mexico  City. 

Six  semester  hours  of  graduate 
or  undergraduate  credit  may  be 
earned  in  several  academic  areas 
during  the  tour,  or  the  excursions 
may  be  taken  without  credit. 

Among  the  stops  on  the  Euro- 
pean tour  are  Frankfurt,  Zurich, 


Lucerne,    Florence,    Rome,    Paris, 
London,  Brussels  and  Cologne. 

On  the  United  States  tour,  par- 
ticipants will  visit  Colorado 
Springs,  Spokane,  Seattle,  Eu- 
gene, Ore.,  San  Francisco,  Las 
Vegas,     Carlsbad,     San     Antonio 


and  other  areas  of  the  Southwest. 
Ten  national  parks  will  be  visited 
during  the  U.S.  trip. 

Northwestern  has  been  con- 
ducting the  summer  educational 
tours  for  some  15  years,  and  the 
program  has  expanded  each  year.

Natchitoches  is 
Second  Largest 

A  breakdown  of  enrollment 
figures  at  Northwsstern  State 
College  shows  that  Caddo  Parish 
is  the  school's  leading  contributor 
of  students  this  spring. 

Caddo,  which  for  several  years 
has  had  the  largest  number  of 
students  at  Northwestern  of  all 
the  Louisiana  parishes,  is  repre- 
sented by  430  men  and  451  wo- 
men for  a  total  of  881. 

Natchitoches  Parish  has  the 
second  largest  number  of  stu- 
dents with  some  700,  but  an  ad- 
ditional 150  married  students 
from  throughout  the  state  are 
now  listing  Natchitoches  addres- 
ses. 

The  third  largest  contributor 
of  students  to  Northwestern  is 
Rapides  Parish  with  475,  includ- 
ing 236  men  and  239  women. 

Bossier  Parish  is  fourth  with 
260,  giving  the  Caddo-Bossier 
area  a  total  enrollment  of  1,141. 
Caddo  and  Bossier  Parishes  have 
21  percent  of  the  Northwestern 
student  population. 

Figures  reveal  that  of  North- 
western's  record  spring  enroll- 
ment of  5,512  this  semester,  5,225 
of  the  students  are  from  Louisi- 
ana. The  Louisiana  students 
make  up  95  percent  nf  the  total 
enrollment  at  the  college. 

All  64  of  Louisiana's  parishes 
are  represented  at  Northwestern. 
In  addtiion,  there  are  253  out-of- 
state  students  from  35  states  and 
the  District  of  Columbia.  Alaska 
and  Hawaii  are  both  represented 
in  the  out-of-state  enrollment. 
Northwestern  also  has  34  foreign 
students  from  16  countries. 

Texas  is  the  leading  contribu- 
tor of  out-of-state  students  to 
Northwestern  with  a  total  this 
semester  of  42.  Other  states 
which  contribute  heavily  to  the 
out-of-state  enrollment  are  Ar- 
kansas, Florida,  Massachusetts, 
New  York  and  Virginia. 

Other  Louisiana  parishes  which 
contribute  largely  to  Northwest- 
ern's student  population  are  Ver- 
non 240;  Sabine  229;  East  Baton 
Rouge  209;  DeSoto  185;  Webster 
176;  Avoyelles  128;  St.  Landry 
127,  and  Winn  126. 
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Grant  Received 
In  Rehabilitation 

Northwestern  has  received  a 
grant  cf  $5,000  from  the  Rehabili- 
tation Services  Administration  of 
the  Department  of  Health,  Edu- 
cation and  Welfare,  according  to 
President  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick. 

The  planning  grant,  awarded 
to  Northwestern's  Department  of 
Special  Education,  is  for  the  1969- 
70  fiscal  year. 

Dr.  M.  J.  Cousins,  head  of  the 
Department  of  Special  Education, 
said  the  funds  will  be  used  to 
plan  and  establish  a  master's  de- 
gree program  in  rehabilitation 
counseling. 

Northwestern  will  become  only 
the  second  institution  of  higher 
learning  in  the  state  to  offer  such 
a  program.  The  other  is  at  the 
University    of    Southwestern. 

Cousins  said  the  program  will 
be  directed  by  Dr.  Richard  Gallo- 
way, associate  professor  of  special 
education.  Galloway  received  his 
doctorate  last  year  from  Colorado 
State  in  special  education  and  re- 
habilitation counseling. 

Galloway  will  utilize  a  portion 
of  the  planning  grant  funds  to 
study  outstanding  rehabilitation 
counseling  programs  at  Colorado 
State,  the  University  of  Texas, 
University  of  Florida  and  Univer- 
sity of  Missouri. 

Consultants  from  the  Slate  De- 
partment of  Education,  other 
government  agencies  and  indus- 
trial firms  will  be  brought  to  the 
Northwestern  campus  to  assist  in 
the  planning  and  establishing  of 
the  new  program. 

Cousins  said  it  is  anticipated 
that  teaching  grants  and  fellow- 
ship grants  will  be  provided  by 
federal  sources  when  the  aca- 
demic program  in  rehabilitation 
counseling  begins  during  the 
1970-71   academic  year. 

The  program  will  he  a  part  of 
the  curriculum  of  the  Northwest- 
ern Special  Education  Center.

Kew  Micro-Teaching  Laboratory  is 
Opened  in  Education  Department

A  new  Micro-Teaching  Labora- 
tory has  been  put  into  operation 
in  the  School  of  Education  at 
Northwestern. 

Directing  the  laboratory,  which 
is  located  in  Warren  Easton  Hall, 
is  Dr.  Bennie  Barron,  director  of 
educational  research  at  North- 
western. 

More  than  100  students  in  the 
college's  teacher  training  pro- 
gram utilize  the  laboratory  for 
micro-teaching,  which  is  a  new 
concept  in  the  instruction  and 
training  of  students  in  the  field 
of  education. 

Barron,  who  developed  and  es- 
tablished the  micro-teaching  sys- 
tem at  Northwestern,  said  the 
basic  intent  of  this  new  technique 
is  compression  —  compression  in 
terms  of  time,  numbers  involved 
and   educational   environment. 

During  micro-teaching  experi- 
ence, class  size  becomes  limited 
to  three  to  five  students  and 
class  time  is  limited  to  three  to 
five   minute   presentations. 

Tiie  new  Northwestern  Labora- 
tory is  equipped  with  modern 
and  extensive  audio-visual  ma- 
terials and  equipment,  including 
two  video  tape  cameras,  a  video 
recorder,  one  23  inch  monitor, 
two  smaller  monitors  and  other 
necessary  equipment. 

Barron  said,  "early  success  in 
the  area  of  videotape  and  teacher 
education  forecasts  a  bright  fu- 
ture for  individualizing  and  up- 
dating preparation   of  teachers." 

Northwestern  students  prepare 
lessons  and  utilize  the  laboratory 
once  every  two  weeks.  They  then 
study  the  tapes  of  their  micro- 
liMching  presentations,  which  al- 


lows  self-analysis   of  their  effec- 
tiveness. 

The  tapes  are  also  reviewed 
and  evaluated  by  faculty  mem- 
bers and  are  used  many  times 
over  in  the  instruction  and  train- 
ing of  numerous  other  students 
in  teacher  education  programs  at 
';he  college. 

Barron  said  students  are  "bor- 
rowed" from  the  Northwestern 
Elementary  Laboratory  School  to 
assist  in  the  laboratory  training 
program  of  the  college  students. 
The  youngsters  are  taken  from 
various  grade  levels  in  order  to 
allow  a  wider  range  of  experi- 
ence for  the  participating  pros- 
pective teachers. 

According  to  Barron,  it  has  be- 
come apparent  that  there  are  un- 
limited possibilities  relative  to 
the  multiple  use  of  micro-teach- 
ing techniques. 

Although  preliminary  research 
and  experience  is  directed  toward 
elementary  teacher  preparation, 
additional  possibilities  include 
micro  -  teaching  in  support  of 
guidance  and  counseling,  re- 
search in  methodology,  selection 
and  predetermination  of  person- 
nel and  administrative  proced- 
ures. 

Micro  -  teaching,  said  Barron, 
because  of  its  limited  pi-esenta- 
tion  time,  limited  class  size  and 
videotape  implications,  insists  up- 
on direct  involvement  in  the  act 
of  teaching  and  aims  to  break 
down  the  complexities  within  the 
teaching  experiences  through 
identification  of  specific  aspects 
of  the  teaching  process.

The  Demons'  first  home  game 
will  be  Sept.  27  with  SFA,  fol- 
lowed by  a  home  date  with 
Northeast. 

Northwestern's  annual  State 
P''air  Classic  with  Louisiana  Tech 
is  scheduled  in  Shreveport  Oct. 
18  and  the  1969  Homecoming 
game  will  be  against  McNeese 
State  Nov.  8. 


Trueman  Sparks  Cinder 
Team  Through  5  Meets 

Distance  ace  Paul  Trueman 
paced  Northwestern's  track  and 
field  team  in  scoring  after  five 
meets  and  teamed  with  Larry 
Wright  and  Doug  Cook  to  give 
NSC  a  more  solid  entry  on  the 
cinders  this  spring. 

Trueman,  who  was  ranked  first 
among  the  Gulf  States  Confer- 
ence mile  and  two  mile  runners, 
had  49  points  at  the  halfway 
point  of  the  season,  while  Wright, 
the  top  shot  putter  in  the  GSC, 
had  scored  25. 

Cook  has  been  the  Demons' 
workhorse,  competing  in  the  100 
and  220  yard  dashes,  running  the 
high  hurdles  and  running  legs  on 
both  Demon  relay  teams. 

Field  performers  Mike  Niette, 
Rodney  Mizc  and  Farrell  Soileau 
gave  the  Demons  added  depth 
and  raised  hopes  for  an  improved 
showing  in  the  conference  meet 
May   10  at  Ruston. 


The  Demons  have  met  Florence 
State  twice  before,  each  team 
winning  once,  and  last  year  met 
Tennessee  Tech  for  the  first  time, 
winning  33-15  at  Natchitoches. 

Jacksonville  State  of  Alabama 
is  Northwestern's  other  new  op- 
ponent. Jacksonville  will  play  in 
Demon  Stadium  Oct.  25. 

"We  feel  that  we  have  an  at- 
tractive non  -  conference  sched- 
ule,"' Gossett  said,  "and  the  GSC 
has  improved  to  the  point  that 
there  are  no  paties.  We'll  have 
to  be  ready  to  play  every  week." 

Northwestern  and  SFA  began 
their  football  series  back  in  1924, 
with  the  Demons  winning  17  and 
the  Lumberjacks  seven  since 
then,  with  two  ties.  In  their  last 
meeting,  in  1964  at  Shreveport, 
NSC  won  34-14. 


NSC  Has  Pitching, 
Not  Enough  Runs 

Northwestern,  getting  sound 
pitching  but  unable  to  score 
enough  runs,  had  a  7-13  baseball 
record   after   20   games. 

The  Demons  went  through  the 
first  two  thirds  of  the  season 
without  sweeping  a  single  dou- 
bleheader  despite  having  th( 
Gulf  States  Conference's  top  hit 
ter   and   two   top   pitchers. 

The  Demons  are  scheduled  to 
close  out  the  season  May  5  with 
a  home  doubleheadcr  with  North- 
east State.  NSC  met  USL  April 
14,  then  had  games  with  Lamai' 
Tech,  April  16,  Louisiana  Tech, 
April  19,  Southeastern  Louisiana, 
April  21  and  Centenary,  April  24. 

Remaining  games  include  at 
home  with  Nicholls  State,  April 
28,  and  on  the  road  against  Mc- 
Neese May  3  before  closing  the 
season  with  Northeast.

Grambling  Series  is  Top  Story 


When  Norhtwestern  basketball 
fans  discuss  the  1968-69  season  in 
years  hence,  their  main  topics 
will  be  Wyatt,  Bloodworth,  86-84 
and  Grambling. 

It  was  a  year  of  ups  and  downs. 
A  year  of  firsts.  A  year  in  which 
those  names  and  numbei's  bear 
special  significance. 

For  senior  James  Wyatt,  1968- 
69  was  the  year  he  became 
Northwestern's  all-time  scoring 
king  and  also  first  among  Gulf 
States    Conference    rebounders. 

In  four  years  Wyatt  scored 
1,874  points  and  pulled  down 
1,549  rebounds,  and  made  the  all- 
GSC  first  team  three  times.  The 
old  records  were  1,802  points  by 
Dick  Brown  and  1,475  rebounds 
by  Southeastern  great  C.  A.  Core. 

It  was  the  year  that  Charles 
Bloodworth  became  the  first  Ne- 
gro eager  at  NSC  and  quickly  de- 
veloped into  a  crowd  favorite  by 
maneuvering  his  6-foot-8,  230 
pound  frame  around  the  basket 
with  deadly  effectiveness. 

It  was  the  year  that  saw  the 
Demons  win  a  heart-throbbing, 
overtime  game  from  nationally- 
ranked  Southwestern,  86-84,  and 
lose  to  Louisiana  Tech  a  week 
later  by  the  same  score.  The  win 
tied  NSC  for  first  in  the  GSC 
and  the  loss  forced  the  Demons 
to  settle  for  second  place. 

And,  psrhaps  most  important, 
it  was  the  year  that  Northwest- 
ern made  history  by  becoming 
the  first  FSC  school  ever  to  meet 
Grambling  College  in  a  head  to 
head     athletic    event.     NSC     and 


Gi'ambling  clashed  in  a  best  ol 
three  series  that  went  into  over- 
time of  the  third  game  before 
being  decided. 

Some  12.500  fans  witnessed  th? 
three  games,  including  a  Prathei 
Coliseum  record  of  4,500  that  saw 
the  Tigers  take  the  finale,  85-79 
win  the  NAIA  district  30  cham- 
pionship and  advance  to  the  na- 
tional tournament  at  Kansas  City 

NSC  played  29  games  in  1968- 
69,  a  total  surpassed  only  twice 
since  Demon  basketball  began  ir 
1913,  and  won  16.  The  Demons 
wei'e  second  behind  USL  in  th€ 
GSC  with  a  9-3  record,  marking 
their  second  finish  in  the  runner 
up  slot  under  Coach  Tvnes  Hilde 
brand. 

The  Demons  opened  the  season 
with  five  straight  losses  before 
bouncing  back  for  13  wins  in 
their  first  20  games.  NSC  then 
hit  another  slump,  but  wrapped 
up  second  in  the  league  in  the 
final  week  of  the  season  by 
knocking  off  Nichols  State  and 
Southeastern. 

Wyatt  averaged  18.5  points  and 
17.1  rebounds  a  game  to  lead 
NSC  in  both  departments.  Pete 
Gray  ended  the  campaign  with  a' 
14.9  average  and  Bloodworth 
came  in  with   13  a  game. 

Guard  Doug  Watts,  who  also 
scored  8.3  points  a  game,  was 
NSC's  leader  in  assists  with  94, 
including  a  season  high  of  111 
against  Centenary.  j 

The  Demons  averaged  82.9! 
points  a  game  and  51.6  rebounds! 
for  the  season.  I
